The  road  traverses  one  of  the  richest  and  mosl  beautiful  sections  of  Ohio. 
The  total  population  along  the  line,  including  Columbus  and  Newark,  is  about 
250,000.  The  villages  of  Reynoldsburg,  Etna,  Kirkersville  and  Hebron  are 
thriving  places  and  with  the  impetus  given  them  by  the  operation  ot  the  road 
will  increase  in  population  and  importance.  The  value  of  farm  property  has 
been  materially  increased  all  along  the  line.  The  total  mileage  of  the  road  at 
present,  measured  as  a  single  track,  is  a  little  over  forty-one  miles.  I  n  Columbus 
the  road  has  10,470  feel  of  single  track,  all  paved.  The  rails  used  in  Columbus 
are  9  inch  107  Trilby.  In  Newark  it  has  lis  miles  of  track,  the  rails  being  9  inch 
90  pounds  standard  girder  ;  1000  feel  of  this  track  i-  paved.  The  thirty -seven  miles 
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outside  of  the  cit,^  limits  measured  as  a  single  trace  is  laid  with  standard  seventy 
pound  "T"  rails,  with  -witches  and  frogs  of  steam  railway  pattern-.  The  grad- 
ing and  ballast    is  up  to  the  besl  standard-.      Uong  the  line  arc  six  steel  bridges 

from  20  to  156  feel  in  length.      There  arc  more  than  seventy  tile  or  iron  culverts 

varying  from  six  inches  to  three  feet  in  diameter,  and  three  concrete  arch  cul- 
verts of  six  fool  span,  as  well  as  drainage  tile  under  driveway  crossings.  There 
are  numerous  pile  trestles.     The  ties  are  standard  white  oak.     The   "T"   rail  is
